THE POST-OFFICE EST.ABUSHMENT 
This important department of govern- 
ment has hitherto yielded a profit annu- 
ally of 20,000 to 350,000 dollars; but it 
appears in 1821, there will be a defici- 
ency of about one hundred thousand dol 
lars, which must be supplied frorn som' 
other source of the revenue. — The ad- 
dition of new states and territories has 
increased mail routs through quarters 
thinly inhabited, and unproductive in 
Uie receipt of money. The amount 
received for postage in the old states 
must fall short as commercial cor- 
respondence has diminished. Another 
reason for the decrease of post-office re- 
venue may be found in the scarcity ofsil- 
verto be found in the western states; many 
letters are not taken out, they are burnt, 
and fall a dead loss on the government. — 
Congress may, by a resolution, author- 
iie the heads of departments to make all 
future contracts in the western states, 
payable in the currency of the countiy. 
We can perceive no well founded ob- 
jection to such a measure, and if it in- 
cluded the pension list, the disburse 
menfs of the general government to the 
' parties residing in the western couirtry. 
Would afford u great relief to the peo 
pie and increase the collection of money 
by the post offices and other branches of 
revenue. — Contractors can now afford 
to undertake public employment upon 
better terms for state ctirrency, than 
they did for silver a few years ago. 



The A'ational Intell-genceT of the 1 4th 
July has republished an anicle from the 
Xentiu ky Gazette of the 18th June, re- 
lating to an opinion of the Teimcaset 
supreme court, and it observes that th' 
Gazette had gone far enough ; although 
not so far as some other offensive ess.,y. 
It is not our intention to make a formal 
defence of the i;t'murK.s which have at 
fracied the notice of the National Intel- 
ligencer. \V'e were speaking of the 
power of the fegislative branch of the 
state of Tennessee, in the event of a con- 
flict with the judiciary of that state. — 
This power which remains in the hands 
of the pciiple, 'B no secret here or in 
Tennessee, and i's employment when ne 
cessaiy, oughfto offend no one, much 
less a bare reference to wiiat it will do, 
as we took the liberty of suggesting. — 
If the ed.t Ts of the Intelligencer were 
in a situation to indulge freely in discus- 
sion on all subjects, we should, from 
some things we have notice.!, be dispo- 
sed to question the puiity of their re- 
publican principles; but their situation 
is a peculiar one, and, according to our 
■ notions, very different from that of. any 
other ediLorsiti the United St.vtia, and it 
it very possible, were we in their room 
and stead, we ahculd recommend, as they 
do, obedience to the expounders of the 
laws ; because nadonal custom has fitted 
it as a kind of common law for this coun- 
try ; but as the only proper interpreta 
tion which the coiistituiion recogtiizes, 
does not require the good people of these 
atates to surrender ail power iiito the 
hands of the judiciary, we shall, with all 
deference and respect for the authorities 
of the country, continue to approve or 
disapprove whatever we conceive un 
friendly to the principles of the govern 
ment, and we shall do this under a full 
persuasion that such a course is better 
calculated to preserve harmeny anddu 
ration in our admirable system, than a 
tame submission to an exercise of power 
according to the views or folly of those 
in whose hands it may be placed. — We 
disclaim ail inteutions at compaiisons, 
merely to embitter one section of the 
Union against the ctlier, but knowmg ai 
we do/rom personal observation, some- 
thing of the fears of our Atlantic'brethren 
for the peaceable demeanor of their 
friends in the weal, it may not be impro- 
per to remind them of the insurrections 
they have witnessed at home, from that 
of Shaya up to the present day, and we 
assure them that experience provea there 
Is less danger of riots or opposition from 
a people accustomed to assert their rights 
in vime, than from such a people as oc- 
cupy the old thirteen United States. — 
We will explain, for fear of not being 
tinderstond in speaking of the peculiar 
situation of the N-uional Intelligencer, 
ll is admitted that the naiioii ought, for 
many weighty reasons, to have a paper 
devoted exclusively to national objects, 
pursuing at all times a policy calculated 
tu{concilia'e the state sovereignties 8t the 
several branches of the general govern- 
ment. This station of peace-making is 
as honorable as it is profitable, and we 
do not know tfiat it could be mure ad- 
vantageously filled than by the present 
incumbents^ As peace and harmony 
are the great purposes of a state paper 
In this country, it is proper that it should 
frown upon every tiling, against either 
kranch of the government.— To be re- 
conciled to all aud at the same time re- 
concile each department one with the o- 
ther, is a greater task than can be expect- 
ed to pci form; but if a breach should on 
any occasion take p'.ace, it must of ne- 
cessity cling to the executive depari- 
ment, as the only power able to support 
it. As tills duty appears to be indis- 
pensable in our government and must 
be performed by somebody, we do not 
expect the National Intelligencer to ap- 
prove ol our remarks about the powers 
O' the federal or state courts ; nor do' 
we in the least object to the flattery it 
bestowed on the Aa fjiniahed resolutions 
from New Hampshire. .

It is the purpose of the writer of this 
communication, to lay before the public 
some of the pernicious principles, atten- 
dants, and consequences of the paper 
syatem. The frienda of paper currency 
and of the Conimonweallli’s Bank, seem 
to exult in imaginary success, when they 
are flattered into the belief that they have 
evaded, or refuted the constitutional ob- 
jections to their measures; and it appears 
to me that the advocates of a sound cir- 
culating r.-iedium, have rested too coiifi- 
tlently on these objections, and have not 
urged with sufficient force, other topics 
which are calculated to reclaim from er- 
ror a dc-l'idcd comnuinify. .Although it is 
my firm hrlif f that the Ccmmoliwealth’s 
Hank, and the laws made to uphold 
its trunk less foliage, is at war with the 
letter and spirit of the constitution, and 
comes directly tnder the nvischi- fagainst 
which our fotfc-fithers and it-, framers 
intended to provide, I will say nathing of 
that branch of the sitbject, but will at- 
tempt to expose some of the injurious 
evils which the paper system inflicts on 
the honesty, the harmony, the interests, 
and the character of the slate of Ken- 
tucky. 

My fira*. proposition is, that the paper 
system is a force i and uiii.alural policy 
Flimsy and unsubstantial in itself, it re- 
quires extraordinary legislation to sup- 
port i'. To what sink of degradation 
Would not the paper of the Common- 
wealth’s Hank have been hurled, but for 
the bolstering stays of replevin and en- 
dorsement laws ? i lU'vy argue a priori, 
that no system can be gcoJ which the 
common semiment of society does not 
uphold, and that every system must be 
bid which is devoid of stature and innate 
strength. 

It will not be contended that a bank 
without capital can subsist, unless it is 
nourislicd by strong legislative suste- 
nance. And this leads me to my second 
propositi .n, that any measure must be 
of 'ioubtiul policy which becomes the 
fruitful mother of numerous and intri- 
cate laws. When we reflect on the liti- 
gation which will be engendert-o by the 
Commonwealth’s Bank lavr, the i xecu- 
lim laws by wliich it iutended to be up- 
held, and the numeror.s acts which wil, 
be passed to suTiport the weakness, aiic 
to mend the deficiencies of an helples--

This county has 'ttie promise of three 
new candidates “ on or bejore" the day 
of election, who shall possess greater a 
bilities, and if passible, be greatey lovers 
of the constitution than those now up for 
olfice. The first of these advantages 
may be found in the r.ounty of Fayette; 
hut it is very doubtful v.-liether the peo- 
ple-do not believe that 'hey can select 
Irom among those now before them as 
real, substantial friends'of the constitu- 
tion as from among any who may here-, 
after appea". It would be an important 
discovery to thia republic, to have some 
rule by which the real friends of the 
constitution and men of sense might be 
tested, fs it those who are satisfied with 
the written law of the legislature, accor- 
ding to the provisions of the constitu- 
tion, or those dissa'isfied with that branch 
of the government, and who are willing 
to place unbounded confidence in the 
unwritten laws of the courts as they may 
be expounded by lea'iied Judges ? 
Which of these political aecta have the 
most sense or are the best friends of the 
constitution, is the matter in dispute, 
which must be left to the people. Both 
parties claim to be heard, and urge the 
merit of their works.— -.Accoriiing to the 
opinion of a very great and good man, 
the love of money is the root of all evil : 
should tliat opinion have weight at this 
day, those who pretend to he the men 
of^sense and the greatest friends of the 
constitution will not be sustained ; be- 
cause they are the real lovers of money, 
so much so, that they disturb the peace 
of the state, in order to distress those 
who are glad to have paper instead of 
money.— -As to the talents of the new 
candidates, they are not yet named, and 
therefore they possess all the talents 
which the imagination may please to be- 
stow. Talents are like money, only va- 
luable when employed usefully. — Parsi- 
monious possessors of either, are ol little 
advantage to tlie state ; money in vaults 
or in the hands of close-fisted misers, 
never benefit a country, nor can we cal- 
culat-e much from great men if they are 
reluctant in the service of a friend or the 
public in time of war. Such reluctance 
is particularly objectionable in the days 
of trouble, and not very commendable in 
profound peace. — Electioneering or can 
vassing for office in the old states is con- 
ducted differently from what it is in the 
new western states. The old retain more 
of the aristocratic leaven in their elec- 
tions : a few men creates a caucus or 
committee, appoints candidates for a 
whdle -county. The western states act 
more upon natural ideas of lilierty, and 
require those who tender their services 
to the public, to appear before the peo- 
ple, who are the only proper judges of 
the matter. We are inclined to approve 
of the manly, independent course of the 
west, because it seems to be tl-.e mode 
pointed out by the constitution : all were 
intended to vote, and therefore ought' to 
have an opportunity of conversing with, 
and kiiairing the candidates.

No material change had taken place in the 
price of produce in New Orleans, on the 9th 
I of July, wkiAi is e«r Kteet acceuiit freui that 



one part of the execution law is uncon- 
stitfiiont!, and tlie remaining portion 
will, no doubt, meet the same late when 
it shall he acted upon by the siipieinc 
court of the United .States. Although 
the three moiulis replevin law was em- 
braced hy the same principles which 
would overturn the existing law on the 
same subject, the inconsiderable delay- 
produced by the first ntinned law, added 
to its antiquity, by which it was amalga- 
mated with every contract, prevented 
suiters and courts from disturbing it. 
But when the legislature cf Kentucky 
assumed the high-handed prerog-alive of 
extending repk-vins to 12 months, and 
replevins of two years upon those of 12 
(months, an appcai was made to theFed- 
ral court to check this arrogant assump- 
tion of power. How unhappy the con- 
flict between two es>.ential powers of this 
prosperous land. 1 here are some poli- 
ticians or demagegurs, or disorganizers, 
who have insin.iated and proposed oppo- 
sition and arms to tl.e jirocess oi the !■ ed- 
.^1 court, and the uaj'Kal calamities 
which may ensue, must be set down to 
the account of the paper sy'steni. 1 am 
not opposed to the discussion of state, 
rights, *end the vindication of them eve'i 
by the sword, when they are dangcronsly 
infracted. 1 only use tl.e Hot ai gument 
to prove that the paper sjslein is likely 
to lead to the unhappy coiiliir.ts and jar- 
rings, which have been describerl, and 
flial its merit, under such ciren instances, 
should be unquestionable, and its neces- 
sity imperious. 

But let us proceed from these gene- 
ral jiroposiiioiis, to others of a more 
practical’character. The paper system 
insliuites and arrays party spirit between 
creditor and debtor. Tlie debtor attri- 
butes his distresses to unforeseen Euro- 
pean events, or to any oth'jr cause than 
that of imprudence, and denounces l-.is 
creditor as a Sliylock vvr.o would ruin 
himself and family. Tl.e not less vocif- 
erous creditor retorts that the debt*r 
suffers from dissipation and eslraia- 
gance, and that a bankrupt or deiuded 
legislature has violated the co.nstitution 
and robbed him of liis right*.

My next remark is, that the paper 
system drives specie partially front the 
state, and entirely from ordinary circu- 
lation. It is unnecessary to remark that 
depreciated paper will not circulate be- 
yond the limits of the state. I he con- 
sequence is, that debts due to citizens 
of other slates must be paid in specie or 
its equivalent. 'I’be magnitude of the 
debt to eastern merchants, is well Unown, 
and when to this is added all the good 
money transf Ol ted to the eastern atates 
by our iiierchants, the amount is most 
fearful to the best interests of the coun- 
try. It will not be deiiie'J t'.iat specie 
retires and gives place to bank notes. 
If the bank, tl.e paper of which is issu- 
ed, be instituted by prudence and is es- 
tablhhcd on a specie basis, its notes are 
Iprcferred from convenience and econo- 
imy; by these motives they arc circula- 
'ted out of the state, and specie is only 
used for purpos.is ef change, if the 
bank be not founded on a sound cajiital 
or which is the same tiling, be of bad 
credit, much loss will specie ci.''cu!ate,

The tfiird general proposition I sli-ali 
advance is, that no subject of legislation 
liolds out more temptations to currup- 
tion, than that by which a large banking 
eslablisliiiicni is instituted — each mem- 
ber has, perhaps some friend or relation 
who seeks a Bank office, or perhaps he 
or his friends calculate upon favours or 
loans; or if the institution may have con- 
ferred -upon him some ofiu benefits, he 
fears that he may be crushed to ruin by 
its displeasure- We have wltoesscd the 
conduct of greedy or necessiio'us legis- 
laioi's, sapping the interests and chaiac-|' 
ter of their country, by chartciing hank: 
for the purpose of admiiiisU-fing to tiicii 
own wants or imprudences. VVe have 
seen a tyrant bank coercing the allegi- 
ance and support of brave and pitriotic 
citizens, by the- terrors oi a notarial pro- 
test. To what undue stretches of exer- 
tion in the electioneering eaiivas.s, to 
jwliat corruption of ifie elective francliise 
I will this lead? How inimical to high- 
minded legislation ! To a legislature bi- 
assed by tills interest, and ihrcuteiid with 
these fears, how weak are the barriers 
of the constitution ! 

A fourth general objection to the pa- 
per system is, based on the jeopardy in 
which the coobtiiutiun is placed by poli- 
ilctans and demagogues, who are flur- 
ried on by interest, and ani'n.atrd in tlif- 
support of a favorite mer.suro ; there ic 
no other suliject of fegblati-:ri which so 
often calls the constitution in question, 
none which is so prune to lead to utico,')- 
slitutional stretches of power. The 
rocks and quicksands bv which our fore- 
fathers were beset, and by which their 
fortunes were in many instances ship- 
wrecked, -warned them to guard them- 
selves and their posterity against a return 
of like dangers and calamities. In the 
adoption ol a wise constitution, they en- 
deavoured to profiibit the states from the 
emission of bills of credit, from the en- 
actment tf expoat facto laws, and from 
laws in violation of contracts. The ad- 1 
locate of extensive banking, no soonerl 
devises bis scheme, tb.an hc treads upon 
the borders, or transcends tlie limits of 
that sacred article — every mancEuvre of 
artifice is exercised to evade its rules and! 
prohibitions, and some politicians arc so 
mad or depraved as to entertain and pro- 
claim, that the all powerful will ol the 
pcojde for the time being, is the supreme 
law, and that it is degrauing to freemen 
to wait the tardy progress of altering 
the constitution, when it stands in tlie 
way of a favorite measure. I am notj 
opposed to a discussion of constitutional 
quesliqns. It is the inteiest of the re- 
public that they should be agitated, ma- 
tiiCed, decided upon, and settled in the 
shape of precedeins. But that the pa- 
per system tends to a levity of treatment 
towards the constitution, that it trifles 
with that solemn and sacred instrument, 
and tempts, if it does not effect its viola- 
tion, must be evident to the reflection of 
every reader. 

A still more serious and alarming evil 
which is to be traced to the paper system, 
is the clashing which it produces be- 
tween the state legislature and the Fed- 
eral Judiciary. That a citizen of tlie 
United States, who resides under th( 
protection of our happy constitution, 
should be delayed er denied the ccllee- 



remov'it of' the debtor tothiseJatc T ppA 
the answer will acquire more force, when 
we consider that most of the debts last 
described, are due from citizens of other 
states, who reside near our borders, and 
who would not hesitate to make a remo- 
val attendeii with so much profit. 

The reflections of tlie moment hav© 
pres- nted to niy mind, the foregoing evil 
consequences of the paper syatem, and 
if my facts and reasonings are correct, 
in w hole or in part, the good sense of the 
community cannot too speedily be em- 
ployed ill prostrating it. I might ex- 
tend my remarks imirli farther, in es- 
tablishing that a great increase of the cir- 
culating medium is but aqackisli opiate 
of the suffcrii.gs of the present hour, and 
that it is at war with llic morals, the in- 
terests, the character, and the constitution 
of the country. 

1 cannot, however, close these hasty 
remarks without reminding the reader 
of the c fleet w'liich the paper system, 
and i'.s concomitant and bolstering lawy ' 
products on the character of the state.. 
A state, like an individual, has a moral 
standing, wliich each patriotic liiizeu 
should guard and protect in the propor- 
tion as he loves Us own family bcUen 
than that of a stranger, or as he is more 
attached to his own state, than to a sis- 
ter state, or as he hoi Js his own country 
dearer than the world besides. Wliaf 
did we say of the property law and exe- 
cution law of the slate of Ohio, when w© 
were in ease and afUuence ? W e denoun- 
ced her legislature and citizens as vio- 
lators of contracts anti of the constitu- 
tion. Will not the same stigma ailacli 
to U3, when we imitate her unwise, de- 
moralizing, dishonest and unconstituiior.-;

In addition to the temptations which 
the paper system hold out to corrupt the 
elective fraiicliisc, and to it. feet the pu- 
rity and freedom of wise and honest le- 
gislation, it demoralizes the community 
by tenipting to a breach of contracts. 
When I speak of tlie evils of the paper 
system, I miist be understood as includ- 
ing the odious aiid tivt'cnt execution law, 
liy which It is forced on the community. 
Hv the evecullon law U replevin of two 
years it allowed, unless the creditor will 
I subscribe to the Imrd coiidiiion ofaccept- 
j ii’g depreciated bank notes. A citizen 
I of this stat-i. wc will s ipjiose, contracts 
a debt to a »’l.iladelp!iia merchant, or a 
silver ,hbt to a Icilow citizen, or con- 
lyacicd to pay money before t)ie present 
state of the law. In eitiier of liicse ca- 
ses the debtor is bound in hci.ouT to pay 
specie or its equivalent. But specie will 
cost aj'per cei't, and the legislature has: 
compelled the creditor to accept of de- 
preciated paper or to submit to a fielay 
perhaps not less ruinous. I w-il! put the 
question to any man of sense or judg- 
ment, if the law-maker does not hokl out 
a di. ect bribe to a violation ol contracts 
and of honour, and that man must be 



strongly aimed in honesty ▼. ho can re- 
sist ilio tcnipfjtion. 

The advancement of integt ity, and the 
repression of ct ime is not less promoted 
by rorioving the opporlnnity ofeommit- 
liVig a bad act, than by the puiiistmieni 
of its pt-rpuratioii.

■Among some of tlie necessaries may be 
enumerated cotton, fats, books, tk-ng* 
and medicines, glass, copper, and other 
uictabnotof Kentucky product, to which 
may be added, sugar, tea aud coffee,' 
wliich vein be consumed, altliougli they 
are strictly classed under the head of| 
luxuries.

The next ground of objection I Bball 
urge, is, that the citizens of other states,!

court. The cftcct of t:ie decision alrea- 
dy given again'it the constitutionality of, 
a sale of property on credit, and of tliej 
decision which, no doubt, ’vlll be finally' 
given on the constitutionality of the re- 
plevin law, will be, that a non-resident 
will obtain justice without delay, while 
under the adjudications of our state 
courts, a citizen of our own state will be 
forced to accept bis debt in a degraded 
currency, or submit to a vexatious and 
ruinous delay of two yc-ars, :uid that too, 
without any well pla«cd confidence that 
he will then be permitted -to coerce his 
just rights. Laying aside the jealousy 
which this conditi.an of tilings will engen- 
der, the iiisub'irnimiiion with which it 
thrcatei.s the Federal tribunals, the jar- 
rings between the slate and Federal pow- 
■ ri, and its iinharraonious consequences, 
the veiy circumstance of the existence

The paper system leads also to extra- 
vagance. The loans which are lavished 
by banks, besides the stretches of credit 
which they induce, and the distress and 
ruin of the securities and friends of the 
borrower, furnish the means of dissipa- 
tion and prodigality. If in the course 
of commerce, depreciated bank paper is 
forced into tlie hands of one who is dis- 
posed to husband his gains, he shif'.s it 
off immediately. No man thinks of lay-

<0 a citizen of this state, with two-thirds 
of the nominal amount, that is, he may 
pay his debt in paper which is depreci- 
ated 50 per cent, or force his creditor to 
a protraction of payment perhaps not 
less destructive to his interests. It may 
be answered tr.at the Kentucky creditor 
could seek his non-resident debtor in his 
own state, and demand of the Federal 
court there, that dispensation of justice 
which is meted out to a non-resident 
suuor in this sta'e. But may not this 



evil is severely felt and understood, but 
wliat can be done ? The people were, bj- 
the banking system, taught extrava- 
gance, and even that was not sufficient 
to paralize the resources of the state, if 
a sudden depres>^ion in commerce hai 
not taken place all over the world. A 
remedy of some sort has become abso- 
lutely iicccssaiy, and it appears to us 
that this is no nmc to change or check 
the system of lelicf ; to extend it mvf 
hereafter be found highly aavan'.ageous. 
The refusal of our customers to give 
high prices for Kentucky produce is 
certainly the main cause of tlie presant 
scarcity of money. If former prict# 
were now paid our affairs would ivsara 
very diffarent aspect. 'VVe ate not a- 
bout to corr.plain against those who re- 
fuse to purchase onr property, but we 
conceive there would be i.-# re justire in 
such a complaint than in the abuse of 
tlie people for not paying their debts, 
when their produce lies on hand unsold. 
Our correspondent is not included in all . 
of ihise remarks — lie is n <t an anti-relief 
man — lie would prefer a property law ; 
but the most of the writer on that »let 
of this broad question -pnear to be wry 
much alarmed for the morals sot.^he 
people and consttfution of Keniucky. 
This is very kind iiuleed— but these fears 
may be trunqnilized. We believe nei- 
ther the moials or constitution are in 
dafigcr ; they are in the Safe-keeping 
of a religious, intelligent people, who 
w'il not betray t!ie import iiit trust.
